Braden move that 81,000 be de- 
voted to an audit of the book.s I 

Witness — 1 cannot renieniber the exact 
ilato. \o\i can hardly expect mo to. 

i\Ir. Davio — Do you romember tho 
resolution '/ 

Witness — Yes. 

Mr. Davie — Did yon i)pi)Oao it ! 

Witno.s3 — I did, tind I will toll you 
why. In the firat jilaco the council had 
no legal authority to do anything of tho 
kind. In the second placo we Iiad a 
regularly appointed auditor, appointed aa 
authorized by the statutes, and to appoint 
another auditor ms, beyond our power. 
The third reason was in my mind a very 
iinpoi'lant one. No special charge had 
boon made after the regular auditor's re- 
port had been {iresouted, and so 1 
objected to any .sjjecial expenditure being 
inciirrcd. 

Mr. Davie — 1 think you also objected 
to the proposed audit on the ground that 
it. was not necos.siiry ? 

Witness — 1 believed it to be unnecessary 
a.i we already had an auditor appointed. 

Mr. Davie — Did you not sUite at that 
time that the books were properly kept ? 

Witness — I may have said that tho 
hooks were well kept aa far as I s.iw them. 
It was not my duty to inapoct the boks. 
1 believe 1 did say that tho hooka as far as 
1 had aeon them were well kept and pro- 
jierly audited. 1 had looked at the hooka 
hut made no critical e.xaiiiinatiun, My 
remarks were made simply from a cursory 
view of tho books and from the report of 
tho auditor that the council had kept in 
the ponitio)i f(jr .several years. I looked 
al: the hooka and kiiw that they were well 
kept, ticcording to a .ayatein reconiinendod 
hy Mr. Bales some time before. It wa-s 
not to bo e.xpected that 1 should oxamiuo 
every item in tho books. I did not look 
at tho books very frequently. It was not 
a part of niy duty. 1 have looked at the 
hooks to see that they were properly bal- 
anced u|) at tho end of the year. 
Aa a member of llie linaiicc coiiimilteo 1 
waa, of cuurso, moat iiiloreatod in the 
iiialtor of ex]ieiidituro. That was tho 
particular part of tho books that 1 looked 
at. It was not my business to inspect the 
cash book. It was open to my inspection 
at any timu if I wanted to look at it In 
my capacity of mayor I am ex-officio mem- 
ber of all coinniitteo.?. i have not, since 
1 have been iniiyor, given the books 
a much more critical cxaiiiinatioii than 
hoforo, for the reason that we alw.iys had 
an audiUir, and 1 relied on him for a 
proper check since I have been mayor. 
Aa L said before, I never made an exam- 
ination of the books. It could not bo an 
examination of the books unless it was 
critical, and 1 never oxaniinod the hooks 
critically. 1 oould not s;iy whether tlioy 
wire correct or not. When 1 was chair- 
man of the finance coniinittoo I looked at 
tho books to see how much of our yearly 
revenuehadbeen expended. loan'tsayliow 
often I looked at the books. It might 
liiivo boon a dozen or twenty times. [To 
Mr. Davie) — What you're <lriving at i.s 
■imply this: J a.'iked Mr. Kussell and 
the aiiditiif to check each other, 
the duty of the auditor was lo report to 
tho council, through the finance cotn- 
raittee, on the condition of the books, 
four times each year. For tho piirpoao of 
keeping a hotter ehock on the exjiendi- 
ture I have asked Mr. R'jsaull, and soiiio- 
tiiuea the auditor, to give iiiturim reports; 
which was done. During tho interval be- 
tween the reports wo would look at tho 
books to see how we were getting on with 
our expenditure. This was the informa- 
tion upon which I said that as far aa 1 
could BOO the books wore correct. Front 
that and Iho report of tho auditor. Since 
1 luivo boon I\Iayor 1 havo done aothing 
more in that line, I havo done a great 
deid more, but not in tho way of looking 
into tho books. It was a part of my duty 
to warn the counoil againat exceeding the 
revenue for the year. To see that the 
expenditure did not exceed the revenue. 

Ax this stage of tho proceedings the 
counsel for the defence nskod to bo al- 
lowed to refer to a ctsrtain page of tho de- 
position, and tho witno.s3 objected. Said 
he — "Don't you think, your honor, I 
have as good a right to see my evidence 
as Mr. Davie I Ho objected to niy seeing 
it the other day, and J don't think ho 
should be allowed 

Mr. Mills — You shall have it road to 
you in full Mr. Grant. 

His Honor wanted to be informed what 
was to be proved by tho line of question- 
iiig itdopted in the oross-examiaation. He 
could riot see its use. 

Mr. Davio oxpliiinod that ho wns not 
going beyond his power to robut the 
malice charged to be contaiiiud in the 
articles, not in the main lihol, put in by 
tho prosecution.

Lo.NiidN, Nov. r>. — It is iiti uiideniablo 
fact that the cabinet lo-day devoted most 
of the liuie coiiBitined by its meeting lo 
tile disciiaMion of the .Sackvillo incident, 
tluspito tho lueaiatent denials of tho at- 
lachea of the foreign oihce that the aliair 
was oven mentioned. Previous to the 
meeting it is learned that Lord Salisbury 
(Oiiferred with prominent ofheials and ex- 
jan-ls in tho various departments, with a 
\ iuw id' obtaining data of moat important 
I'lesideiil's loucliing upon the dismhsaed 
iiiinialer, and he also rocoived despatches 
hy special messenger from the minister in 
attendance upon the Queen at Balmoral 
with reference to the matter. Later in 
tlio afternoon there were persistent riiin- 
ora in the neighhorhood of the foreign 
ollico that tho cabinet haa uecided to leave 
tlio Washington legati<iii in tlio hands of 
a cliiiiyc d'dffuirs for at leist a 
year, but none of the reports 
could be traced to any re^ble authority. 
It is more than likely, however, that a 
now ininiater will be appointed shortly 
after the reassembling of parliument. Mr. 
(Iladstoiie's references to the .Sack\'ille 
.•iH'air, in Ilia .speech ,.t liiriniughain to- 
ilay, were wholly unexpected, and oven 
were they not noticeably colored, lu8 
friends would have jjreferred that he 
should not have made them. Hia remarks 
will possibly be niisropresented or misin- 
te'rpreted in America, and will certainly 
enable the Tories to complain that tho 
ex-preinlor has endeavored to embarra.ss 
tliu govcriimeiiL in forei;4ii rela- 
tions of a most delicate nature. 

A Froe-Spukeit I'roHH. 
London, Nov. 6. — A Berlhi special to 
the 2'imw says the replies of tho liberal 
press to the recent address of tho Emperor 
to tho municipal delegation, are couched 
in a spirit of freedom and boldness which 
has probably never before, or at least not 
for a long time, been disiilayed in tho 
criticism of any act of a King of Prussia 
or Gorman Emperor. VousMie Zeitutig 
niaintains that the press of Berlin ought 
to oppose with the full weight of truth, 
tho assumption that an intimacy exists 
between tho liberal prcaa and the muni- 
cipal authorities. Tho Ta<jhhill argues 
that the Emperor employs middlemen to 
follow tho journals as he has not time. 
These men are liable to err on the com- 
munity of sentiments between writers and 
readers. We shall continue to render 
unto the Emperor the things that are the 
Emperor's, and unto free constitution 
what belongs to it. Noii-libor,il papers do 
not coinnieiit on tho subject. The Post 
remarks that the "Reiclisvanzueger" com- 
nieigoration is another proof tliat the loss 
of truth is not less especially characteris- 
tic of Emperor William thau of hiB" 
grandfather. 

Gladstone nt Birailnsfenm. 

LoxDON, Nov. 5. — Gladstone arrived at 
Birmingham to-day, where ho will remain 
until Friday. He was received with great 
enthusiasm. He was driven to the town- 
hall in a carriage driven by four horses. 
A great crowd met hira, and numerous 
deptitationa presented him with spoechea. 
(iladattmo said in an address that the ad- 
dreaaes recognized tho fact that tho Irish 
quoslioii was really an Eiiglish, Scotch, 
and Welch question, and that until that 
question was settled the country could 
neither know peace nor progress. He 
said that tho efforts to solve the fisheries 
question with the United States had been 
egregious failttrea. The liberals did not 
wish to incroaso tho difficulties of settle- 
niont, but they were desirous that by a 
judicious choice of persons and sugges- 
tions of measures the question should be 
settled in a manner tending to draw both 
couulriea into clo.ser relations. The Sack- 
villo niattor, ho said, was unfortunate. 
It resulted in the iiitiiction of a serious 
slight and disiiarageinoiit upon Engl" nd. 
Ho hoped tho matter was capable of a 
satisfactory explanation. The incident 
ought to moderate the vaunting and brag- 
ging of the tories.

LoNDOX, Nov. 5. — Capt. Bjonnes, of 
tho Norwegian barque "Nor," from Now 
York to Stettin, which was in collision 
with and sank the steamer Saxrauudhain 
offCowes, declines the responaibility for 
the accident. He claims that the Sax- 
muiidham ran into tho "Nor" while the 
weather waa perfectly clear.

The schooner Eliza, of Now Westmina- 
ter, Capt. llott, which arrived last even- 
ing witli a heavy cargo of otits from i\lud 
Bay, reports sighting an iibaiidoned aluop, 
evideullv of about throe toiia, at al)out i! 
o'clock Monday afternoon, between Sea- 
bird and San .Juan Islands. Tho sloop _ 
Was drifting northward, stern down and 
bow up, her jib sheet Hying and main 
sheet fouled. At lirst ahe wa.s taken hn- 
an Indian canoe or a floating Irce, but 
the Eliza came nearer her captain clearly, 
aaw that what had at firat becui taken f(;r 
a floJiting tree waa the aail lying on tlio 
water. The first attempt to pick up tho 
sloop failed, but on the second she was 
captured and taken in tow, Captain Rett 
inlendiiig to bring her in with him In 
N^ietoria. The sloop was dee]i in tho 
water, h.'id no name on her Imw, or any- 
where else that could be seen. Her h.il- 
toin waa coppered, her decks |)aiiited 
green, and the hull while. Nothing 
about her would lead to any knowledge of 
her name or port. Her four oars woro 
drifting in tho rowducka, and her sails 
wuro evidently netirly now. The sloop was 
t'pwed for about tlireo miles, when Cuiil. 
Ilett, rtceiiig sigii.s ot all a] iprnacliing 
si(n-ai and being lie.'ivil^- hiaded, was com- 
pelled to drop his prize in order to a\;ii!

into port. Tho sloop will probably drift 
back to near where she was found with 
the tide, 

LATKK. 

A smuggling sloop answering lo iho 
description of the one found by Capt. 
Ilett sailed from III .ss Bay on Wednesday 
night of last week between midnight and 
three o'clock. She was in charge of two 
white men, said to be residents of Vic 
loria, who were driven out to I^oss liay a 
about twelve o'clock hy one of the citj 
hacknion, who also convoyed sevorai 
hirge paicols which were supposed to con- 
tain opium, from the city to the sloop. 
The hsckmau describes his passengers as 
two middle aged men, one rather short 
tho other about medium height, weari "r 
dark overcoats and soft felt hai 
Owing to the darkness ho could no 
describo thorn more fully. In addition to 
the supply of fipium, several hundred 
pounds, which they proposed to land in 
tho United States, tho men in charge of 
the sloop also appear to have had 
eight or ton Chinamen on board, to br 
smuggled across tho lino. If tlie slooj 
proves to bo the same one, as she doubt- 
less will, the bodies of all will not likely 
ever be found. The Chinamen were in 
the hold on the night the sloop sailed and 
their bodies may possibly be found there. 
No tidings of the sloop have been received- 
hi Victoria since ahe set sail, and it is 
enerally believed that she mot her fate 
during one of the stormy nights of last 
week.

The habit 
f)f asking a reason for everything which 
they are required to believe makes them 
diiicult to be convinced, and the educa- 
tion whicli teaches theiu to accept nothing 
as true for wliich sound evidence cannot 
be adduced compels thotn to reject many 
theories and systems which people w ho 
know less and whose minds have beon 
less severely I rained, accept as uninipeach- 
ubly true. \Vhatover else the leading 
Kceidies of tin; world can he accused i/f, 
it is iiiit ignorance. They are all men of 
extensive knowledge, and of singularly 
acute minds. And they are reproaenta- 

' tivo men. The age we live is a sceptical 
age. Every teacher in these days is re- 
quired to give a reason for the faith tliat 
is hi him. If he cannot he will seek in 
vain among the educated and intelligent 
for disoiplos.

We, with all duo doforonco, 
think tlmt our warning to those who 
may come in contact with spiritualists, 
and who are inclined to inquire into tho 
truth of spiritualism was timely and ncc- 
usaary; and more than that, wo boliovo 
that all honest spiritualists who love the 
truth, and who bate and despise fraud and 
humbug should second our efforts to put 
the public on their guard against spivit- 
ualistio iiniiosture. Spiritualists do not, 
we presume, act upon the axiom, tho 
endjuRhilios the moanH." They do not 
want t<j cheat people into believing in 



their principles and manifestations. Tho 
Fox women who have deceived so many 
have confessed themselves to be impostors. 
They have produced ui public tho pheno- 
mena which induced thousands to believe 
that they had intercourse with the spirit 
world. This confession and exposure 
should bo n warning to all who are in- 
clined to be impressed by the mysteries 
and tho wonders of si)iritmili8m. Suoh 
exposures should make enquirers cau- 
tious and sceptical. If twj such niediuma 
as those were chcjits, and if 
they succoodod in deceiving many who 
wore considered intelligent and vigilant, 
thore is at {least a possibility that other 
mediums uro equally dishonest' imd that 
the manifestations that., impress tliem so 
deeply are nothing more nor less than 
clever tricks. Such scepticism so far from 
being the result of ignorance ia tho fruit 
of knowledge, and common prudence dic- 
tates thst the enquirer should pursue his 
iiiveatigationa into tho dumain of apirit- 
ualisin in a doubting si)irit. He should 
try, and try aovorely, all the spirita. He 
should ulao have a wholesome distrust of 
tho ovidence of his senses and of his ca- 
pacity to distinguish the false from the 
true, the genuine from the counterfeit. 
: The spiritualist who is convinced of tho 
truth of what he believes should be the 
last man in tho coniuninity to find fault 
with the enquirer aasmuing this attitude. 
He should do all he can to help liiiu to 
cfimo to a rational conclusion. Wu were 
surprised to see in the accmmts that we 
read of the voluntary ex|)osure made by 
the Fox sisters thst tho apiritualiats pres- 
ent exhibited siifns of violent 
anger. What was there to be an- 
gry at? They may have been 
grieved that the confession made by these 
women would throw discredit on their re- 
ligion — if it is a religion— but they should 
be rather pleaaed than otherwise that 
tludr biidy had beon purged of two such 
bold and successful impostors. The anger 
of the spiritiialist.s was not calculated to 
diinini.sh the doubts of tho (!nubter.s, hut 
rather to increase them. \Vitli regard to 
Spiritualism itself we have nothing to say 
one way or the other. It may be true or 
it may bu false. But until a man is 
rationally convinced as to its truth or error, 
we still think that it is beat and most 
sensible for him to regard it with prudent 
scepticism. 

PfiAOTlOAIi 'education. 

Wo sec that tho Baptists of Ontario 
hare determined to convert their Wood- 
stock College into a technical school. This 
deteriiiination on the part of that denom- 
ination is much to ho coiumeiided. it ia 
well to have one school in Canada in 
which tho boys will bo educated with a 
view to the work they will have to do in 
after life. In nearly all the schools of the 
countiy, high and elementary, great pains 
are taken and much money ia spent to un- 
tit the pupils for the work by which- the 
great majority of them must earn their 
bread. They are educated as if the world 
they are ostensibly preparing to take 
their place in is an inimonse college and 
that they will have nothing to do all 
their lives but to loam lessons, to hear lec- 
tures and to write e3.say8. Books, books, 
nothing but books, are what tho great 
majority have to do with during tho whole 
of their attendance at school. The eon- 
sequence ia thoy come to have an extra- 
ordinary res])ect for what people call 
" learning" and a contempt for that 
practical knowledge which is necessary to 
enable them to make their way in 
the world. Another consequence is that 
lads come to look down upon mainial 
labor — the labor by which the world is up- 
held —and to be ambitious to excel in em- 
ployments in which skill of hand and 
streiigtli of iiuiscle are not re(iuired. We, 
therefore, see boys after they leave 
school eagerly crowding into ollices, pro- 
fessional and mercantile, and only going 
into workshops and on farms when they 
they are compelled to do so by what is to 
them a dire necessity. As a result of our 
system of education we have over- 
crowded professions and a far greater than 
(jur proper share of second and third class 
workmen. Boys enter professinns for 
which they have no natural cajiacity, and 
we have bad and iiuliirerent lawyers, 
doctors, clergymen, sclioolniastera, clerks, 
etc., who would have made good farmers 
and inechaiiicB; and we liavti mechanics, 
taking no delight in their work and hav- 
ing no previous training fur it, doing 
it in a careless, slovenly way without any 
ambition to excel. Manual training is 
calculated to cure this state of things. Its 
object,a9 a writer on technical schools says, 
in "tho adaptation of school traimngto the 
presmnable needs and wants of the indi- 
vidual rather than to his social lequire- 
ments. " The boys who attend this 
Woodstock College, unlike the boys who 
attend every otlier school in the country, 
will have to use thoir hands as well as 
their ho'ids. Most of them in their oc- 
cupations will need .i trained oyo and a 
knowledge of the materials on which men 
work in their several employments. It is 
proposed therefore to teach the boys, in 
addition to their literary work, to use 
tools, to draw, and to do moolmuical work. 
The course of study is to extend over 
four years. Thoir instruction is to em- 
brace, among other things, drawing, car- 
pentry, wood-turning, carving, iron work 
md blacksmithing. Tho college ia to 
be ])rovided with workshops and labora- 
tories jiroperly e(|uip|)ed, and well-()uali- 
tied instructors in mechanical art.a are to 
be employed. The boys which this 
school will ' (urn out will have a very 
great advantage over the lads who have 
been taught in the ordinary schools. They 
will not bo behind thorn in thoir literary 
studies, for it has been found that spend- 
ing part of each day in a workshop is far 
from dulling a boy's intellect, sharpens 
it, and ho can inako a better use of tho 
hours devoted to study than tho lad who 
keeps mopinc over his books after his 
brain is weary and when his body is out 
of order for want of exorcise, Ho will 
then be as fit for any purely intellectual 
occupation as his cont/^mporarios, and 
when he goes into a workshop he, being 
at homo, as ib were, will outstrip tho 
ordinary school boy, and soon come to bo 
first his foreman and then his master. 
Tho cliiss of educated workmen, such^ as 
technical HoUopli vriM tui'n out, take bh» 



foremost i>laces. Their superior skill and 
cultivated taato are soon seen in their 
work, and have a tendency to raise its 
character in the market. Canada in those 
days has keen competitors to contend 
witli. There are schools for workmen 
now in all parts of the world. They are 
producing excellent work, and if Canada 
does not use tho peoper means to keep 
her workman up to the mark she will be 
nowhere in the industrial race. Not the 
least 'oeneticial result which cidleges like 
tlmt of Woodstock are calculated to 
produce is bdving from mechanical occu- 
patious the reproach under which they in 
some places and in the estimation of some 
people most undeservedly lie. The- boy 
who has been taught to use tools' and to 
take a pride in tho skill he has acquired 
will look forward to earning his living by 
tho labor of his hands with pleasure and 
pride. He will feel that there is a dignity 
ill labor and no false notions of gentility 
or respectability will prevent his engaging 
ill an honorable occupaliuu for which he 
has beon educated and for which ho knows 
he is specially qualified. The fooling by 
which he is actuated will in time extend 
to his relatives and acquaintances and 
labor, manual labor, will through the in- 
fluence of technical schools soon be appre- 
ciated, oven by society, at its true worth. 
Wu SCO thn Government intends to estab- 
lish industrial schools for the Indians of 
the Province. It seems to be a jiity tliat 
the onlj' sensible and practical system cif 
education should be confined to the In- 
dians. Wliy not establish schools like 
this Woodstock college for the white in- 
habitants of British Columbia? They 
need them badly. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

TiiK Northwest Council mot on Wed- 
iiesd.iy Inst. It was opened by a speech 
from the Lieut. -Governor. This speech 
ditl'erod in many respnots from tho ordin- 
ary speeches from tho Throne. It was 
not prepared for the Ooverinu- liy his 
ministers. He has no minislcTs. It was 
his own uttiu'ance. lie and no ( mo else 
ivas responsible for tlie sentiineiils and 
views it coutaiiicd. I>ut there was noth- 
ing startling in (iovornor Royal's speech. 
It was sensible and practical. He recom- 
mended the consolidation of the ordin- 
ances of the province, and urged upon the 
Assembly the enactment of some measure 
that would have the eO'ectof lessening the 
danger from prairie fires. These fires have 
done much mischief in the Territories, 
and have the ofl'oct of injuring tho soil 
thoy pass over. He said that the Mounted 
Police deserved tlie thanks of tiie repre- 
sentatives of tho settlors for the p,-irt thoy 
had hitherto taken in enforcing tho ordi- 
nances with respect to these fires. The 
most important paragraph in his speech 
related to the traOlo in intoxicating 
liquors. Ho was cautious in tho 
expression of . his views and tried 
to impress upon the Assembly the im- 
possibility of making mom sober by legis- 
lative enactment. As prohibition has ob- 
t.iined in tlu! Territories over since their 
establishment the fact that some cliaiige ia 
required by public opinion there shows 
that it has not worked satisfactorily. It 
is notorious that prohibition in tlio Terri- 
tories has not prohibited. WhoPtier a 
more stringent law would bo moro eff'ec 
live it is ditlicult to say. Wh,-xt many of 
the inhabitants want is a High License 
Law. What power the Assembly has in 
the matter does not appear very clearly. 
Governor Royal doses what ho says on 
this subject as follows: "I shall be happy 
to transmit to the Honorable the Privy 
Council at Ottawa any resolution or repre- 
sentation with respect to the temperance 
question which you may think lit to p'lss 
and which will, I have no doubt, receiv 
at the hands of the IJominioii ( Icivornment 
all due consideration. Ur. II. C. Wilson 
was elected .S|ieaker of the Assembly 
wliich coiisi.sls nf twenty-six niombors.

L COMMON AMONG CHINESE HERE. 



But Vrlend* of tho 3Pittients Conceal 
Them ttom the Uoard of HoKlth— Sad 
Story of 11 Yo line CiillronUan ITUo Fell 
M VlotJm to the DlseaRe.

The recent discovery of s Chineaa 
leper, named Sam Ling, over In Newark, 
and the conseqnent local' excitement 
thereupon have bad quite a marked eftaa 
in re-ftwnkeiilnK New Yorkers to acou- 
HcloiisiiesH tlmt there Is a vast deal of this 
horril)le (Usl-jiso wlu'rever there lire Chi- 
iiaineu, auil tliat New York hiiM ii Iiu'ro 
Clilncse populiuioii. Out of iinulent con- 
Bideriition for tho prcjuiliceB of wliite 
people, wlio ceiieriilly believe the (liseHao 
infti'tioiis— an opinion not shared by the 
Oliiuesu— our MonK'iliau neiKhl'0''a gener- 
ally take very good care to liido away 
their lepers.

Can composite photographs— i. e., made 
of dilTcrent heads and bodie.H joined— be 
so produced tlmt they will not siiow their 
patclnv<u-k (|iialityy That is t Ik? question 
deeply exercising the families ami friends 
of a large iiuinber of r5rnoklyii belles just 
at present, and, sympat hetieally or other- 
wise, !!iaiiy other peojile are interested in 
it. Among tho glaringly and .shockingly 
improper pictures recently seized l)yCoro- 
Btock in possession of an amateur photo- 
grapher named Brown, who made a busi- 
ness of vending such things, were num- 
bers of the vilest character, in which the 
female faces presented were those of 
young ladies of previously niiimpeached 
re.spectabilily, moving in r.vooklyn's liest 
society.

"There are various waj's for providing 
surprising results in photography, things 
that iu one age would have been called 
magic but in ours recognized as scientific 
tricks. The ghost picture, for instance, 
in which ashadowy ghost— through which 
material objects are visible — is seen lie- 
tweeu natural attitudes and occupations. 
That Is produced by an almost Instan- 
taneous e.xiiosure ot the flL'ure that is to 
do duty as the ghost, followed by .-i full 
Dxpnsuro of the figures and properties 
that are to appear natural. Another 
novel trick was sliown recently iu a pho- 
tograph reproduced l.-y a prominent trade 
journal, which presented the photo- 
grapher, seated at a tal)le, playing chess 
with himself sitting ou the opposite side 
of the table, while be, himself, stood up 
in the backgrouud looking at his two 
selves playing. The figures were ail on 
the same negative, ■which was produced 
by three successive exposureaof the plate, 
parts thereof beiuq; masked each time by 
a black velvet shutter. Still another trick 
is that by which a person who likes that 
sort of thing, may appear to be photo- 
graphed riding upon a flying goose, or a 
fish, or any other desired style of ridicu- 
lous locomotion. This is donu by the 
subject holding upon bis lap (i hug,' piece 
of white or sky-tinted card with Vlie f.'in- 
ciful figure dtawn upon it. His face 
appears above the upper edge o'. tlie card 
and seems, in the picture, joined to tho 
funny little body mounted on the 
goose or flsh... The statue picture Is mado 
by about the same device. But none of 
these, or any other ingenious trick yet 
invented will enable a rascal to make an 
indecent picture of a girl without her 
complicity, so that its fraudulent charac- 
ter cannot be dutecteil."

A PLACE OF THE DEAD. 



The New Tork Morsuo— A Grim and 

Ghastly Subject for Artist and Author, 
i "He was found in the East River." 
"How did he get there f" 
"Who knows?" said the keeper of the 
morgue, shaking his bead as be turned 
away from the unfortunate piece of clay 
that had been the subject of our conver- 
sation. 

The question that has no answer could 
be sjioken over many a pine bo.K with its 
grewsome contents lyiug in the city 
morgue. There will prolmbly never bo 
an answer ill t he ra.se alhid 'd to, for tVn 
body bin e no marks by which it could bo 
iih n! ilied, ;ind the tide may have carried 
it a ■ Irange journey to tho spot where it 
was found. Tho owner had been a poor 
man, to judge by appearances, and, very 
likely, finding himself without work, he 
went down to the river, and from there he 
will go to the Potter's Field iiy way of tho 
morgue anil that will be the end. 

Christmas time is generally prolific in 
suicides, for then the man withoutnhome 
and the woman who dares not return to 
tlie home (Irit w.aits f.u^hHrliiid llie con- 
trast sh.'.rpiT. 'J'he cold, too, iricveases, 
and a long winter .'-tares the unfortunato 
in the face. .So lheteiii))orary resting place 
for the unclaimed dead receives many of 
such at the Chri.'stmns season. Accidental 
deaths, especially drowning, are far more 
common in snnuner. Tho fruitful cause 
is liquor. The inebriate goes to the pier, 
falls asleep on its edge, rolls off, and the 
river overwhelms bim before hecan regain 
bis senses. 

Tho niorgiie Itself is a rectangular 
structure built over tbewatcr in the fash- 
ion of a liathhouse. Itisat the east end 
of Twenty-si.xi h street, and behind it are 
the e.\tensive buildings of the ISellevue 
Hospital. All the uiiclainied dead of tho 
city go to this morgue, whether t hey <lie 
in the liospitiils, upon the streets, in the 
parks or.in one of the two rivers that run 
down on the east and west. About 7,uuu 
is the unmber perjrear, andagood pro- 
portion of them are entered in the list of 
"drowned." A human being may come 
to bis death by drowning in morn ways 
than one, as the First Grave Dhjijcr iu 
"Hamlet" takes some pains to explain, 
and of those who come to the morgue it 
is hard to say whether they sought death 
or were betrayed to it by accident or a 
crime. They are found by the harbor 
police or by some boatman, and in. a con- 
siderable proportion of cases that la all 
that is ever known. The mystery which 
surrounds these deaths becomes doubly 
interesting when one reflects that the two 
rivers do not always render a just account. 
The . ocean takes takes many a body 
and leaves no room. The number 
of deaths from drowning that are 
never explained, certainly that remain 
absolutely unknown, must bo a startling 
sum. 

New York has no particular "jumping 
off idace," orspots to whiclisuicides regu- 
larly go. Kach of the jiiers comes in for 
it.s sliare; the Battery has its patronage, 
and the lakes of Central Park receive a 
few. . ^ 

Poker Aa a Cure for DumhoeM. 

There was a man confined in one of the 

asylums near New York who for several 
years h.id refuseil to speak. Cards are 
allowed in this asylum, and on the even- 
ing in qui'Stiou, iu connection with 
another patient and two attendants, a 
game of draw poker wa.s indulged in. As 
the game proceeded, the patient became 
more and more excited. At last on 
one of the hands tho betting becamb so 
spirited that one attendant and tlie other 
patient drew out. The dumb man and 
hia opponent raised each other's hot, until 
almost all the chips were exliaustcd.wben 
the attendant calling his opponent t hrew 
down four kings and proceeded to rake in 
the pot. The dumb jiat irnt had by t his 
time become so excited that he jumped 
to his feet and grabbing the chips yelled 

to his attendant, "Hold on, you d 

fool, 1 have four aces." It ia needless to 
add that till! game had the desired effect, 
and the patient has continued to QSe hia 
tongue uycx' ttiiice.

Thomas owned up and w;is lined ^25, 
whioh his friends sub-seiiueiitly paid. 

Another Indian named Tom, a Nitnat, 
was also chai-ged with having liijuor in his 
p<jsses8i()n. Dominion Const.ablo Ltnvis 
saw Tom with a bottle in his hands, and, 
before lie could arrest him, the Intii.in 
broke the bottle, a snnill piece of which 
w,-is found to contain gin. He was fined 
825, and not having the money was sen- 
tenced to one months' imprisonment un- 
less the fine was sooner paid. 

Richard Claydon, who had been found 
by Sergeant Walker lying on the side- 
walk in a state of paralyzed intoxicaticm, 
WHS charged with creating a disturbance 
by being drunk. "I was guilty, your 
honor," said Richard, and he was hned 
the usual ^o. 

In default of the iieces.s.-iry he was con- 
signed to the cells for one week. 

\S'in. .lohnson was charged with broak- 
ing-in two doors of a house on Herald 
street, owned by Mr. A. K. Stroiinaoh, 
and occupied by several Indian women. 

The prisonersaid he would rather pli^id 
guilty tium go into thoeaaeiheacknowledged 
tliat he only destroyed one door, however. 

The agent of tho property deposed to 
receiving information of tho doors being 
broken and stated that four doors of the 
same house were broken last week. Peo- 

Cle, he said, came to the house drunk ami 
eing refused admittance destroyed the 
I)roporty. 

The magistrate thoii;ilit tli.at if the 
owiier.-i (jf the jiroperty let il to proste- 
tutos thoy had thein.selves to blame if tho 
))roperty was destroyed. The prisoner 
was instructed to make good the damage, 
and was lined 31 without costs. 

Will. (Jrey, an elderly man living at 
Nanaiino, and pronounced of unsound 
mind, was further remanded, as it was 
sujiposcd he could be sent homo in a few 
d'.VS 

Richard Murray was charged with com- 
mitting an aggravated assault upon Rob- 
ert Mitchell. Tho case was proven and 
the prisoner sentenced to four months' 
imprisonment at hard labor. 

The C. P. N. Co. woi'o charged by 
John Courtney and eight otiier \'aii- 
couvor lotigshin'omen with re- 
fusing to pay their wages in full, for 
dischiuging the steamer Sardonyx at 
Port Moody. The men claimed that they 
found tho v. ork unusually hard and wore 
promised 40 instead of 26 cents per hour 
in consequence. They were brought 
down on tho steamer Sardonyx to 
Viotcu'ia. 

Mr. .Stewart appeared for the ]jrosecu- 
tion aud Mr. Walls for tho company. 

Tho magistrate thought that the men 
should have boon bound by their agree- 
ment to work for 25 cents an hour. Ho 
did not think they should be supported in 
claiming extra wages. 

Mr. Walls, wdiilo denying tho jurisdic- 
tion of the magiatrato in tho ease, 
had a very reasonable proposition 
to make. The Sardonyx not be- 
ing here now, the company wruld 
pay these men ofl' at the rate of 26 cents 
per hour, pay their board bill here and 
send them home, leaving them to sue for 
tho balance if thoy though lit. This 
Hol.tleiiiuut, Mr. Walls wislicd it under- 
stood, was not to piejudice tho case if 
it should be again brought up, tho pro- 
position being made more out of charity 
than in justice by the company. 

This proposition was accepted and tho 
men left the court.

Air. Davie read a .■ierijnii of the iMuni 
cipalily act deiining the powers and duties 
(if the -Mayor. 

Tho witness — 1 know that whole section 
oft' by heart. The council had the power 
to take tho matter out of tho hands of the 
Mayor. [He jiroceoded to read an ex- 
tract from the city by-laws]. The Mayor 
can (uily act hotween sessions of the coun- 
cil to a certain exteiu, and not at all 
where the jxiwer has been taken out of 
his hands by the council. 

I lis honor — I suppose there has been 
an antagonism between you and most of 
the meinliers of the council ? 

Witness— I would not like to saytli.it. 
We gel along pretty well together. Of 
course I here ;ii-e - 

Mr. Mills— Tiiere is generally a major- 
ity opposed to him. 

Witness (continuing) — There is a by- 
law defiiiiiig the duties of the couiicd, 
the iMayiu-, and the clerk, to a certain ex- 
tent. Tlie power to act in this matter 
was taken out of my hands early in the 
year by a residution of the council. 1 
cannot tell tho language of the resolution. 
It was asking the committee tu consider 
the matter, confer and report, and bring 
in a resolution in regard to the amount of 
remuneration of tho auditois and then 
the matter was hift in their banda to be 
dealt with. They were to give the audi- 
tors the books that they reipiired. 1 told 
the clerk to lake a receipt for whatever 
books ho gave thoni. That's the pith of 
the whole matter. By submitting it to 
the linance coininittoo the council took 
the power oiil of my hands as M.ayor. 1 
liavo no right as an .■.■■-uf/i'-oi memb3r of 
the liuanee committee to report. That is 
tho duty of the chairman of t he coinmittoe. 
1 said that the liiianei^ committee were 
made aware of the alleged irregularities 
before 1 Was. I don't know when thoy 
were lii'st t^ild of them. Tho niombors of 
the lin.anci? couiniitlee and soiuo of the 
memlieis uf the coiiiu-il who had no right 
to, know of the suspected irrogulariti<'S. 
I ilo not say the entire eominitlee. I said 
infinbcrs of the committee. 1 don't know 
which nu'inbei' of the comniittet) it was 
that was informed of it before 1 was. 1 
am not prepared to stiy which olio or two 
members of the committee it was. Prob- 
ably it was all the members except one 
that knew of the matter, and inembors of 
the council and eert.aiu membera of the 
coiiimunity that had inform.ation before 
either the committee or the council. I 
was told by .a reliable man, Mr. Berridge, 
that they were running in and out all the 
time while the auditors wore at work, lie 
said members of the finance comniitteu. 
l'he only positive knowledge I had that 
the linance coimniititeiniow of tliepositiiai 
of aflairs, was from Mr. lierridge's state- 
ment that they were running in aud 
out all the time. 1 don't think 1 made a 
rash .statement in saying what 1 did. 1 
had only Mr. Berridge's word. Mr. Ber- 
ridge told me that tho shortages wore 
aliown to members of tho finance com- 
mittee before me. Thoy were running in 
and oul and were told of it by tho audi- 
tors. It Was my idea that the figures 
might have been akered by any one who 
had access to the books. Mr. Russell was 
cash-keeper for many years 1 believe. No 
one would Inive any object except him ap- 
parently in altering tho books. I did not 
say I was jMr. Russell's friend. 1 said I 
Was friendly. No niori! than under other 
circumstances I might be friendly to you. 
(This to Mr. Davie). I did not think it 
my duty as bis friend to tell him of my 
suspicion that his books had been tam- 
pered with. I only asked Mr. Russell if 
he was sure his accounts wore correct in 
every jiarticular. Fit! assured mo on his 
word that he h.ail nothing to fear from thu 
ro-oxamination of the books and anything 
that appeareil irregular he could 
explain Batisfactmily. At about 
tho same time 1 went to Mr. 
(irillitliB, tlie auditor, and asked him 
if he had chocked the accounts closely. 
1 lo told mo that be had and that he would 
guarantee that there was nothing wriuig 
about the books during the time that he 
had been auditor. 1 did not tell Mr, 
Russell that I had a susjiieion some one 
must have been altering his books. I gave 
him no particulatB in regard to what 1 
had boon told about tho state of tie 
books. I dill not think it right to ap- 
prize — it would lia> e been a violation of 
my duty. It would have been good no 
tico for him to got out. 

Mr. Davie — Don't you think you gave 
him suflicient notice by going to Vancou- 
ver after the report had been read in the 
council ? 

The witnesg and his counsel addressed 
thu court on some foreign questions and 
tho examination proceeded, the witness 
stating that the report came into 
his himds on Saturday afternoon . 
That was aboul^ tho 22nd. The 
council met on thu 2(Jtli. No netion was 
taken on the report before it was read in 
council when 1 jirosidcd. I went over to 
Vancouver tho nmrning after the report 
had been submitted to tho finance com- 
mittee for consideration with the city's 
legal advisers. The council had known 
several days boforo that I was going away. 

To His Honor — The infonnution was 
sworn out against Mr. Russell on l''riday 
night, I think, by Sergb. Sheppard after 
tho matter had been public talk for two 
days. 

Hib Honor — Why could not the infor- 
mation have been sworn to and Russell 

arrested before he loft tho country. 

Witness That was my idea, exactly. 

Mr. Davie- -Then why did you go to 
Yauoouver without doing it ? 



"When I went to Vancouver i had seen 
the data of a few alleged shoctages. ' The 
report of the auditors' should not have 

boon presented without full particulars, 
Tho matter should not have been made 
public. 1 met Mr. Sargifion and Mr. 
llaymur, and in voply to thorn told them 
1 was not going to Vancouvor until after 
the council met. 1 said to Mr. Sargisou: 
"Don't you think your notes or a copy of 
them should have been presented with 
the report." The parties charged with 
irregularities could then have been given 
an opportunity to explain, 1 took no 
action in order to allow tho auditors to 
send in their notes. 1 was aware of throe 
or four items, not enough to act uijon. 
1 did not think what iMr. Bales told mo 
was enough either. 1 wanted it in writ 
ing. On' Friday night 1 got a telegram, 
at Vancouver, after the steamer left, 
after I could not get down here, 
did not como down on Satur 
day. The telegram was signed 
unanimousl}' by the council. All tho 
pr.wers 1 could possibly have, were veatod 
in the council in my absence. My busi- 
ness was such that 1 was compelled to go 
to Vancouver. I went to New West- 
minster on Saturday and remained until 
Sunday night, and caino down on Mon- 
day. I am not aware that since tho de- 
falcations were lirst pointed out to me 
further defalcations to thu extent of 
!?2,000 h.ave taken jilace. In fact the 
corporation is from §1,200 to $1,400 bet- 
ter off suico then. 1 am not aware that 
no books have been kept this year. That 
is not a correct slatenioiit. As I told you 
1 have seen the books of the expenditure. 
The whole of the expenditure was worked 
up to the ;;OLh of June. Tho 
balance of jMr. (ir.mt's cross-examination 
brought out no new facts of interofct 
and on its conclusion Mr. Mills, again ox- 
ainined bi.n briully before allowing him to 
leave the box. 'I'lie minutes of the two 
special meotmgs held during the Mayor's 
absence wero registered and placed in 
eviiuMice. 

The Mayor's evidence was thoii road, 
slightly amended and signed by hiin. 

Bofore other witnesses wore called his 
honor suggested that tho case might bo 
settled by the defendants making an 
aiiology without carrying n any further. 

Thomas G. Wilson was then called, 
lie deposed lo roaiding on View street in 
this city, and to knowing Thomas Rus- 
sell, the late city treasurer. Saw him in 
Seattle about the Oth wr (5th of Septem- 
ber. .\ day or so later he saw Mayor 
Orant and told him that he had seen Mr. 
Russell in Seattle. 

Chief of Police Sheppard deposed to re- 
ceiving a warrant for the arrest of Thomas 
Russell, whicli he had, as yet, been un 
ab' • to execute. 

Tills closed the evidence. 

ills honor- Well, Air. Duvie, I augges 
ted a few moments ago how you might 
i iid the whole matter without going any 
farther. 

Mr. Davie- 'l'he defendants are not 
anxious to go lo the assi/.e court. 'I'hey 
have no wi.-ih to incur the loss of time and 
tile cxpeij.se that .such a cuiirae would in- 
vidve. There have been so many un- 
truthful and iiiiproper things, however, 
a.iid on the other sitlo, tlmt the apology 
should nil '10 properly come from them. 
Thu defendants hav, lo malice against 
Mr. (Irani. His pul ■ ■ icts have boeii 
open lo the .Severest i , .md tho let- 

ter of "Taxpayer" jiL-^ily o . uemns his 
official acta. The publication 1. >, how- 
ever been iiiiaiinder.-tood. It Was liot in- 
tended to, and does not insinuate, that 
the maycu'wasapartner in Russell's frauds. 
It censures Mr. (iraut for concealing tho 
irauds when pointeil out by Mr. Bales. 

i\lr. Mills— 1 ask your honor that the 
case bo smit for trial. 1 have no other 
instructions than to lob the law take its 
cou rse. 

His Honor— I think I .saiil that there 
was ,1 jii iiim furit ease under which tho 
defeiidanlii could bo sent for trial. 

Mr. Davie addressed his honor briefly, 
asking if he would hear witnesses for the 
defence to rebut the malice which tho 
prosecution had endeavored to prove by 
the articles aaide from tho libel put in 
evidence. 

Tho m.igistrale decided not to hoar any 
further evidence and adjourned the case 
until this morning at 11 o'clock, when 
the evidence will be road over entire and 
the case sent up for trial.
